B e em phasized, as did Controller of 
th e E m pire S eh w an eb ach on Sunday, 
the belief 
that the outlaw ed 
parlia­ 
m ent w a s neither represen tative nor 
capable 
of 
con stru ctive 
work. 
He 
spoke w ith special scorn of tin* lead­ 
ers of the C onstitutional 
Dem ocrats, 
not attem pting to conceal his im pres­ 
sion that the 
quasi-respectibility of 
the party w as but a cover for insin­ 
cerity and truckling 
with the worst 
elem en t of 
the revolutionaries, 
tit* 
su ggested that they did not honestly 
believe in a general expropriation of 
land 
or in a com p lete 
am nesty and 
that their advocacy of th e se features 
w as 
m erely 
a cam p aign 
cry. 
I he 
premier stated that th e m em bers of 
parliam ent w ho 
sign ed the 
Viborg 
m anifesto w ere not arrested because 
that m erely would have conferred a 
mild and much desired martyrdom on 
them . 
But 
ho declared 
that 
they 
would 
he held 
resp onsible for 
the 
slig h test attempt to preach 
to their 
con stituents seditious doctrines, such 
as refusal to pay taxes or furnish re­ 
cruits to the army. 


Statement by Stolypin. 


P rem ier Stolypin, In an interview 
at the sum m er residence of the m inis­ 
ter 
of the 
interior on 
Aptekarsky 
island in the 
N eva near 
St. P eters­ 
burg, said, sp eaking feelin gly: 
"There 
has been no 
coup d’ etat 
and n othing has been done which w as 
not in accordance with the prescribed 
constitutional 
m ethods. 
The 
em ­ 
peror w as 
em pow ered by tile 
funda­ 
m ental law to d issolve the domini and 
there w as no other cou rse open to his 
m ajesty. 
T h e tloum a as a whole w as 
a dying body and the m ost merciful 
treatm ent w as its 
prompt dispatch, 
term inating 
its 
unprofitable 
ex ist­ 
en ce.” 
Continuing. M. Stolypin 
said the 
em peror’s 
recent w ords 
had shown 
that parliam ent’s agrarian m anifesto 
w as the last straw w hich caused the 
“c a d e ts’ ” (C onstitutional Democrats) 
bundle to burst, but 
tho w hole pro­ 
ceed in gs of parliam ent during the last 
few w eek s had rendered its closing 
in evitab le if the em p eror’s authority 
w a s still to he recognized in Russia. 
Til reply to a question as to the role 
of the “ca d ets” M. Stolypin answered 
that the party 
included m any dilet­ 
tante and doctrinaires without policy 
or political 
su bstance. 
H e differen­ 
tiated 
betw een 
tile 
really 
serious, 
patriotic m em bers of the party and 
th o se w h ose sole aim w a s to oust the 
governm ent 
and 
the emperor 
and 
w h ose inherent w e a k n e ss was so pa­ 
tent even 
to th e m se lv e s 
that they 
daily m ade greater con cession s to the 
revolutionists both inside and outside 
of parliam ent. 
H e 
considered that 
the 
ten dencies 
displayed 
by 
the 
“ca d ets” as a body w ere highly dan­ 
gerous. to u se no stron ger word. 
A sked as to the ex ten t the c o u n te r­ 
action was likely to go, M. Stolypin re­ 
plied: 


Three Policies Are Open. 


“ At the present m om ent thro' poli­ 
cies are open to the emperor and his 
advisers: 
"First— Reaction. 
“ Second— Im passivity 
towards the 
threatened revolution. 
“Third— P olicy of strong handed re­ 
form. 
“ It Is the last m entioned upon which 
the em peror has resolved and upon 
w hich we 
have entered. 
A 
policy 
of reaction is the 
furthest removed 
from his m a je sty ’s 
w ish es, out the 
revolutionists m ust 
be thwarted be­ 
fore there can be any possibility of 
deciding 
on a definite basis 
for a 
stable future. 
“ I. 
personally, 
place implicit 
re 
Hance on the innate 
patriotism and 
civie sen se of the m a sses of the na­ 
tion. 
I believe that (he em peror’s ap­ 
peal to them , backed up by constant 
evidences of good 
faith and honest 
endeavor on the part of his m a je sty ’s 
represen tatives, w ill result in the e x ­ 
tinction, or at least in the e f f e c t i v e 
repression of the anarchical forces.” 
As to the, suppression of newspap* rs 
and w holesale 
arrests, M. 
Stolypin 
said:

h ouse 
was 
searched and papers exam ined. 
N e w s has been received here that 
racial troubles

K rasnoyarsk, betw een 
R ussians and 
n atives of Siberia. 
One 
person w as 
killed and six w ere wounded in the 
first encounter.

H elsin gfors, Finland, July 27.— T his 
city is without police protection, o w ­ 
ing to a strike of patrolm en on all the 
beats.
